Word was given to recill tha skirm- 


ishers who had been thrown out in an- j 
other direction, preparatory t j getting j 
the steamer under way, when Seaward, 
pointing to where the wounded soldier 
was lying, cryiag pitifully for aid, ask- 
«1, "Arc you going to leave thai poor 
fellow there without trying to help 
him?" And then he volunteered to go 
himself, if anybody would go along with 
him to lend a hand; but the cowardice 
of the officer had apparently infected j 
the men, and not one would stir a step. 


Then Seaward went alone and dragged 


the wounded man to the shelter of the 
bank first, and then 
returned and 


brought off the dead one; and though 
the confederate bullets were throwing 
up little puffj of dust all about him 
while he was thus engaged, he escaped 
without a scratch. 


It should be remembered that these 


men were not Seaward'sshipmates; they 
were not even sailors; they were sol- 
diers, and colored men at that; but they 
were wearing the nation's uniform and 
had been shot down in its service, and 
that was enough for him. 


On the return of the steamer to her 


station her commanding officer made!his 
report of the expedition, and the fol- 
lowing day Seaward received from Com 
H. H. Bell, commnnning tho West gulf 
squdron, an appointment as acting mas- 
ter mats in tho navy, the letter, which 
has bean carefully 
preserved, saying 


"This appointment is given to yon in 
consequence of your good conduct in 
volunteering to recover the bodies of 
your companions iu arms who had been 
shot down by the enemy, and while you 
wero yourself exposed to a heavy fire.

AN ENGINEER'S NARRATIVE SHOWING 


THEIR PEC'Ji-VARITlES

"It sounds queer to say that locomo- 


tives have their like* acd dislikes." 
said a veteran engineer, "but it actual- 
ly does seem sometimes as 
if 
they 


had, and all old-tiire engineers believe 
it- I've seen locomotives when they 
acted as if they were human beings. 
They get the sulks and 
have balky 


streaks, and when 
they're in suca 


moods you can't make ume with them. 
do what you may. Then, again, they'll 
be as chipper and willing as a trotting 
horse, and you actually have to hold 
'em in place to keep "em from running 
into stopping-places ahead of nine. 
There isn't an engineer of any experi- 
ence at all who can't ie!l you of in- 
stances by the dozen of engires that 
positively would not make time with 
some engineers, but which would get 
there every time in charge of some 
other engineer. You might say that it 
was the fault of the engineer that such, 
engines did not make their time, but 
I have known as good engineers as 
ever mounted a footboard who have 
been transferred from 
locomotives 


placed in their hands to run because 
the locomotives would not make their 
time, but which, under the hands of 
another engineer, neither as skilful nor 
as experienced, would never run be- 
hind. 


"Take the case of Josh Martin and 


Gad Lyman, two of the early engineers 
on the Erie Railroad, and neither of 
them with a superior in his ciaft at 
that day. One time a new locomotive 
was turned out of a Paterson shop for 
the Erie, and Josh Martin wanted her 
the worst way. He ran on the Dela- 
ware division, from Port Jervis to Sus- 
quehanna. 
The 
superintendent, 


though, wanted the 
engine for the 


Eastern division, between Port Jervis 
and Piermont, and so he put her in 
charge of Gad Lyman. Gad ran her, 
or rather he tried to run her, but she 
had 
made up 
her 
mind 
about 


something, and she wouldn't make any 
kind of time for Gad. She would stall 
without 
provocation and acted con- 


trary generally. Gad tried her for a 
week, and then reported the locomo- 
tive 'No good,' and she was condemned 
to run the gravel train. 
She worked 


as balky and sulky as ever, though, 
and at last the superintendent ordered 
her to the scrap heap. 


"Josh Martin heard of the fate the 


locomotive had been sentenced to, and 
he came down the road a-flying. He 
begged to have the engine, for he liked 
her, and said he was sure she would 
do all right with Mm. The superin- 
tendent yielded to Josh's appeal, and 
told him to take the locomotive and 
give her a trial. Josh did so. 
He 


mounted the cab at 
Piermont, and 


when he opened her up she went like 
a bird. She made the trip to Port Jer- 
vis quicker than any locomotive had 
ever made it before, and Josh Martin 
ran her for years on the Delaware di- 
vision after that, and always on time 
as easy as could be. The locomotive 
was the old 71, and she is remembered 
yet by all the old engineers, and is 
well known to the younger ones by the 
tradition of the road. 


When Gad Lyman gave up that lo- 


comotive because she wouldn't work 
under him, he was put in charge of 
another new locomotive. This loco- 
motive was a favorite of 
President 


Loder of the Erie. 
She behaved the 


best kind, and Gad was tickled all but 
to death with her. When the date came 
round for the opening of the railroad 
through to Dunkirk Gad and his loco- 
motive were chosen for the distinction 
of pulling the first through train from 
the Hudson to Lake Erie. The occa- 
sion was to be a historic one, and Gad 
was proud. But what did that locomo- 
tive do but just get the sulks. I don't 
know why. Neither did Gad. She did. 
though, and acted 
up so outrageous 


that she was an hour behind schedule 
time when she jogged into Port Jervie 
with the train only seventy miles from 
the start. Gad Lyman was the worst 
feeling man, I'spose, that ever had a 
locomotive kick with him, and he felt 
worse when he was ordered to take his 
balky engine off and saw Josh Martin 
hook onto the train with old 71 loco- 
motive that Gad had turned in as no 
good. 
Josh and old 71 yanked the 


train through with bells on. 


And what do you think Gad Lyman's 


feelings must have been when he nook- 
ed onto another train to run back to 
Piermont to find the engine that had 
balked and sulked 
so 
outrageously 


with him on what ought to have been 
the greatest trip ou record, just turn 
in and let herself out so cheerfully and 
lively on the way back that it was all 
Gad could do to hold her in! Now, how 
do you account for that? It is true, 
and a matter of record. Gad was so 
cut up by this conduct of the locomo- 
tive that he applied to have her ex- 
changed for some other one, although 
she worked liko a thoroughbred ever 
since the day she refused to pull the 
great pioneer through special. 
The 


company would not make thp change 
that Gad wanted, and he lefusert to 
run that locomotive any longer and 
quit the road. This locomotive was 
the 100. When Gad gave her up she 
•was placed in charge of Bill Lyman. 
Gad's brother. There wasn't a better 
engineer on the road than B;li, arid ho 
knew that make of locomotive particu- 
larly, for he had worked iu the shops 
and helped make 'em. But what did 
this rantankerous locomotive 100 do? 
She sulked with Bill from the time h* 
took h«r. 
Sometimes aha'd spurt H 


llttlft, but If she did she made up fcr it 


isg won* than erer. Bill wor- 


ried along with her for nearly a year, 
but she wouldn't work under him at 
all. One day in the spring of 1&52 ihe 
balked for certain at Cheater station, 
just as she was pulling out with a 
train, till pounded her, for he was j 
mad. but it seemed as if she actually ! 
shook her head like an ugly horse. Bill 
socked it right on to her. and suddenly 
she gave a spurt ahead exactly like 
the quick start of a balky horse. Then 
everything roared and shook around 
the place for a second or two. 
The 


vicious old 100 had exploded her boiler. 
She tore and riddled herself frightful- 
ly, Lm the horror of it all was that sae 
had killed poor Bill Lyman and his 
fireman. Gad Lyman lived many year* 
after that, but he always regretted his 
abandoning of that locomotive, for he 
sud that if he had stayed by her there 
was no doubt that she would have end- 
ed her days usefully and in peace and 
the awful tragedy of her ending would 
not have been." 


STUCK FAST TO A CHAIR. 


HOTT Bag-land Took Gibraltar. 
Gibralter was taken by the English 


in 1704. during the war of the Spanish 
succession, a war which was provoked 
by the aggressive policy of France in 
endeavoring to place a monarch of the 
French 
family 
upon the Spanish 


throne, and thus consolidate the two 
kingdoms into one. The fortress was 
then captured, almost by surprise, 
though the Spaniards and French, ap- 
preciating the strategic value of the 
place, made desperate efforts to re- 
cover it, but were repufsed at every 
point. Between the date of its capture 
and 1779 repeated efforts were made 
by Spain to recover the fortress, and in 
the latter year the greatest armament 
that was ever brought to bear upon a 
besieged 
place 
lay before Gibraltar. 


The siege lasted, off and on, for many 
months. The investing force comprised 
12,000 troops of France, over twice as 
many of the best infantry of Spain, 
and the fleet consisted of forty-seven, 
ships, all three-deckers; 
ten great 


floating batteries, esteemed invincibles, 
carrying 212 guns; innumerable frig- 
ates, bomb-ketches, cutters, gun and 
mortar boats. For weeks together over 
6,000 shells a day were thrown into the 
town and repeated attempts were made 
to storm the works, but the little gar- 
rison of only 7,000 men repelled every 
assault and finally succeeded in beat- 
ing off the allied fleet. The blockade 
began June 21, 1779, and lasted until 
February, 1783, when the garrison was 
finally relieved by the 
arrival of a 


British fleet and army. 
Since that 


time the 
fortifications of Gibraltar 


have been so improved and increased 
that it is regarded as the strongest 
fortress in the world. The British gov- 
ernment maintains there a garrison of 
from 5,000 to 10,000 men, with pro- 
visions for six months, and it is said 
the supply of military material is suf- 
ficient to enable the fortress to stand a 
siege of indefinite length. 


In the Mexican Household. 


The 
arrangement 
of furniture 5s 


much more formal than in the United 
States. It is a very common sight to 
see a splendidly furnished parlor with ' 
a row of straight-backed chairs all 
alike with their backs ngninst the wall 
and as close together as they can be 
placed clear around the room. 


Heavy single doors, such as are 


used in the United States, are practi- 
cally unknown in Mexican houses 
either at entrances or between in- 
terior rooms. All doors open in the 
middle and are fastened with bolts 
top and bottom. Exterior doors are 
always fitted with glass panels, for 
they also serve n.s windows. All such 
doors opening on the street or open 
court are fitted with solid shutters 
that are folded at the sides out of 
si^ht when not iu use. "

with this amount she

ench morning all the provisions for 
the day, including eveu the staples 
that are usually bought in large quan- 
tities in other countries. On a dol'ar 
a day a cook will provide a very good 
table for a family of three or four, 
and get enough beans and tortillas 
and chile to set the servants' table be- 
sides. Tney can really do better than 
their mistresses, because they can us- 
ually drive sharper bargains with the 
mnrketr.ien of their own class, and 
they have more patience to haggle- 
over the last penny.

There has been a great deal of dis- 


cnssion this year as to why May 30 
was selected as Decoration Day. Some 
La\e said that it was on Gen. Grant's 
suggestion that a National Memorial 
Day was selected. The idea originat- 
ed among the women of Maryland, 
who put flowers upon the graves of 
both Union and Confederate soldiers 
once a jear during the War of the 
Rebellion. By the time the war was 
over, the custom had spread to other

Fos-Ter's Mills. Ponn., June 4.— Boyd 


It Is the Mont Expennive of Barrels- 


Other I Ken to Which It IB Put. 


A whiskey barrel of the highest 


grade costs from 12.50 to ?2.75, and it 
is the most expensive of all barrels. It 
is made of heavy, selected, kiln-dried 
oak, fnee from sap—a handsome and 
substantial package. Such barrels are 
made iu great cooperages in the West, 
in the neighborhood of the distilleries, 
and in proximity when possible to the 
forests from which the materials for 
them are taken. Whiskey barrels of 
the best grade used to cost from $4 to 
$5. Machinery has been brought more 
and more into use in making them, 
with the result that they are now 
cheaper than ever before. 


These barrels are likely to be filled 


with whiskey and stored for three 
years or more before they are shipped. 
When a barrel has found its way to 
this market and into the hands of the 
final distributor and has been emptied, 
it is bought by a dealer in barrels^. 
There are coopers and dealers in new 
and second-hand barrels who buy all 
the barrels that offer, and send out and 
gather up barrels, which they buy and 
sell in great numbers. 


Bought in this manner, the whiskey 


barrel is inspected and put in order, 
if it requires any repair, and sold, it 
may be, to a wholesale dealer in li- 
quors, to be used for. blended liquors; 
but it is much more likely not again to 
be used as a liquor package, but to be 
sold for a vinegar or a cider barrel. 
In this use it is not likely again to 
get as far away from New York as 
tlie point whence it originally came, 
and when it gets back here and has 
been again emptied it is sold again to 
the dealer. In the course of its use 
and travels it may come to need re- 
pairs, a new stave or two or new lioops. 
It is put in order and sold again. 


When it has ceased to be useful as 


a vinegar or a cider barrel, gradually 
wearing out and becoming cheaper, it 
is sold as a pickle barrel, or for sauer 
kraut, and finally it is likely to become 
a tar barrel, and after that it is broken 
up and destroyed. 


Not counting the time that it may 


spend in storage before its first ship- 
ment, the whiskey barrel is likely to 
last through the various stages of its 
existence, from the time it starts out 
until the end, two or three years, 
though much depends upon the care 
taken of it; carefully handled, it may 
last ten years or more. The whiskey 
barrel holds forty-five gallons. 


There's a cheaper whiskey barrel, air 


so made of oak, but of lighter mater- 
ials, that costs from $1.50 to $2, which 
is used largely by Eastern distillers. 
Great numbers of the heavy barrels are 
used, larger numbers still of the light- 
er barrels, which, like the heavy bar- 
rels, are made in cooperages in the 
neighborhood 
of the 
distilleries in 


vyhich they are first used, of materials 
drawn from the forests of the region 
in which they are situated, or of snooks 
brought from the West. The life of 
the lighter barrel is about the same as 
that of the heavier barrel, and it is put 
to the same uses. Of the lighter bar- 
rels, however, thousands, after the first 
emptying, are sold to go to Scotland.

Mr. bpelluiau. who i»-a genuine 
"old salt" gave a description of the 
Alabama, which, during her existence 
fliioat witli tin- ensign of the Confeder- 
ate Navy at its masthead, was the ter- 
ror of the ocean to tiu« shipping of the 
I'uited Slates. The. Alabama was built 
In the Laird yard at Hirkenhead under 
the supeiiiiifiideiu-e of Capt. 'Jauies IX 
KuilOcE of the Confederate Na\y. She 
was brijjantmo rigged, vdth a. maxi- 
mum fpecd of lit Knots, which was 
last timo at that jn'riod 
She went 


with «ails or with <steam or both. Her 
engine was a .iOO-horse-power with a 
condensing apparatus. The armament 
of the Alabama consisted of one Blake- 
ly 10u-pouu<icr rilled gun, pivoted for- 
ward: one 8-inch solid shot gun, pivot- 
ed abaft the mainmast, and six 32- 
pouuders in broadside. 
The crew con- 
sisted of 120 men and twenty-four offi- 
cers,. 
In leaving birkeuhead as a ruse 


an excursion was organized to Tercel- 
ra, in the Azores, to which poiut a 
transport, loaded with war materials, 
had been sent. 
Admiral Semmes and 


his omcers met the Alabama at Tercel- 
ra. 
They sailed there in the Bahama. 


The excursionists, consisting of Eng- 
lish ladies and gentlemen,

The Destruction of n Battleship. 
Lieutenant W. B. Gushing of the 


United States navy sent the Confeder- 
ate ram Albemarle to the bottom of 
Roanoke river in 1864. During the war 
the Confederates had sent down 7 Fed- 
eral ironclads and 11 wooden gunboats 
by various torpedo devices. 


The Albemarle lay moored at a wharf 


at Plymouth, N. C. She had been built 
on the bank of the, Roanoke above 
Plymouth and had made a couple of 
raids out into the waters of Albemarle 
sound, which the Federals were strug- 
gling to hold as their territory. It re- 
quired a fleet to hold it, with the Al- 
bemarle ready to pounce down at any 
moment and stave in the frail wooden 
ships with her massive iron prow. 


Gushing entered the Roanoke river 


at night and managed 
to elude the 


Confederate pickets there stationed to 
warn the forces above of danger. His 
outfit was a small launch, holding a 
dozen armed men, prepared 
to fight 


should they be hailed by the enemy. 
However, that was avoided, and the 
lauch brought up In sight of the ram 
long after midnight. 


The outlook on the ram espied the 


strange vessel and gave ha\I. Seeing 
that alarm had been gi\en, young 
dishing, with orders to his engineer 
and men, prepared his weapons for the 
encounter. His sole object was the de- 
struction of the ram at any cost. One 
means to that end was a trtviug spar 
torpedo flx°d to tho prow of his launch, 
which coiud be pointed in the direction 
of the vessel's course.

and d'«ch.irge the terrible missile. All 
was over in a minute. The Confeder- 
ates opened fire from the deck at the 
lauch. Gushing was hit.

handled the weapons of destruction. An 
immense hole was torn in the side of 
the Albemarle. She sank instantly. 
All her crew escaped. Cushlng's launch 
was swamped and one of his men 
drowned.

equipped with a small portable'table, 
three shells, and the elusive pea. 


When the first one reaches the ma- 


nipulator of the ancient, but to the vic- 
tim ever new game, he stops, watches 
and listens, and finally lays down his 
pack as if to rest and be 
amused. 


Steerer No. 2 follows his example, as 
do the others in turn. 
By the time 


the prospective victim arrives he finds 
a spurious Klondiker just winning a 
bet from the shell game player amid 
the half envious congratulations of his 
confederates.

hope of retrieving his loss, always with 
the same result. 
A witness to one of 


these episodes tells of having seen a 
prospector who had lost $90 sit upon 
his pack and burst into tears.

bet and lost §20, but the shell-game 
player was glad to disgorge it when 
the victim's wife, a 200-pound lady of 
German nativity, seized him by the 
coat collar and screamed lustily for 
help. 


A woman who said she was going to 


the Klondike in the interests of the 
Smithsonian Institution, complained to 
Capt. L. A. Matile that confidence 
workers were so annoying her that she 
feared to continue the journey.

is traveling alone, and had called at 
the regular army encampment on her 
way out of town. 
Capt. Matile, who

After getting much other informa- 


tion, which the captain said he was 
only too happy to impart to such an in- 
teresting young gentleman, the repor- 
ter returned and wrote as follows: 


"The new steamer Crusader is a 


splendid specimen of naval architec- 
ture. 
Her keel revolves on hinges, 


so as to be readily unshipped in a 
storm, when it is not wanted. The 
rudder, also, by a patent contrivance, 
can be drawn out of its socket and de- 
ported on deck during the night and in 
hurricanes. 
The Crusader has folding 


decks which can be doubled up when 
she has but little cargo, and her ton- 
nage in this way can be decreased from 
four thousand to two hundred tons. 
The sail can, if necessary, be used as 
a sky-sail or wind-sail, and the saving 
of canvas effected in this manner re- 
duces the wear and tear of her run- 
ning rigging one-half. The main brace 
passes from the end of the bowsprit 
over the fore, main, and royal masts, 
thence down over the spanker-boom 
to the taffrail and into the cabin win- 
dows, wheie it is secured by a double- 
banked sheepshank to the head of 
the captain's berth. She has compound 
engines, which boil water at an ex- 
tremely low temperature. 
Her screws 


revolve at the rate of ten thousand 
times a minute, and can, if necessary, 
be brought forward and used as paddle- 
wheels. The Crusader is also con- 
structed on the crab principle and by 
bracing up everything sharp on the 
wind and wearing ship frequently she 
can go as fast sideways as any other 
way. The engines are furnished with 
condensers, which condense milk ,'as 
well as water. Her cabins are con- 
structed on the French-flat principle, 
their being six stories with kitchens, 
etc., for each family of passengers. The 
Crusader also carries her own docks, 
and thus saves all the expenses of 
wharfage when in port. She also car- 
ries her own quarantine, and so can 
never be detained if there is any ma- 
laria or measles on boat. The pilot 
pilots her all the way across the At- 
lantic and comes back with the ship 
each time. Her compasses in the bar- 
nacle give daily the direction of the 
wind. The captain's cow is milked by 
Jhe boatswain in the foretop"—.
